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Safety in the Air 


Few 
industries 
are 
more 
safety - 
minded than air transport. Nev erthe­ 
less the potential for accident-free take­ 
offs, flights and landings is nowhere 
near fulfillment. The reasons can be 
summed up in two words, time and 
money . 
There hasn’t been time because the 
air carrier business has grown so fast, 
bey ond ev en the most optimistic esti­ 
mates. The number of domestic airline 
passengers in 19 6 6 ex ceeded the Feder­ 
al Av iation Agency ’s forecast by 2.3 
million. In the fiv e y ears from 19 6 5 
to 19 70, the number of airline passen­ 
gers is likely to double. 
Airports are not growing any where 
near as fast. Neither is the installation 
of equipment. As one ex ample, of the 
5 47 airports used by commercial air­ 
liners, only 26 2 hav e control 
towers 
and only 13 3 hav e radar. 
All-weather landing 
sy stems hav e 


been dev eloped in Britain and the Unit­ 
ed States, but the FAA has y et to set­ 
tle on one to recommend. After that, 
y ears will be needed for comprehensiv e 
installation. 
A similar situation applies in the air. 
Anticollison warning dev ices are being 
produced. Some airlines are beginning 
to install them. But at $4 0,000 to $5 0,- 
000 per unit, they are considered too ex ­ 
pensiv e for priv ate av iation. 
Nev ertheless, with improv ed pressur- 
ization, priv ate aircraft fly at the same 
altitude as commercial airliners. 
But if the economic application of 
safety dev ices is lagging, the thought 
that goes into them ts not. In an indus­ 
try as y oung as av iation, the annual 
international air safety seminar just 
held in Williamsburg, Va., was the 20th. 
One of these day s way s and means 
may catch up with the possibilities 
of safer air trav el. 


Railroad Mergers 


Many y ears ago Congress declared 
that consolidation of the nation's rail­ 
roads into a few strong sy stems would 
be in the public interest. Despite this 
clearance, the process has been slow, 
for consolidation requires the reconcil­ 
iation of a multitude of conflicting in­ 
terests. 
This is shown anew in the merger 
of fiv e Midwestern and Western rail­ 
roads just approv ed by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. The merger 
will produce a 26 ,5 00-mile sy stem, the 
nation’s longest, cov ering much of the 
western half of the country . 
It will, say s the ICC, permit more 
efficient operations through “ consolida­ 
tion of facilities, elmination of waste- 
tcr car utilization and av oidance 
of 
time-consuming interchanges.“ 
Nev ertheless, ICC rejected the same 
merger last y ear. Rev ersal now was 
the result of rev isions in the applica­ 


tion that met the objections of railroad 
unions, shippers and other railroads. 
The actual merger, howev er, is still 
some y ears away , for now the propo­ 
sal must go through another prolonged 
process, judicial rev iew. 
This process is nearing an end for 
another consolidation, that of the Penn­ 
sy lv ania and New York Central, objec­ 
tions to which hav e just been heard by 
the Supreme Court. 
The court’s stipulation that protection 
be prov ided for three smaller roads 
has been met and fiv e eastern states 
and 
the Department of J ustice hav e 
urged approv al. 
Railroad mergers require y ears for 
consummation, but it cannot be said 
that it is time wasted. For the meticu­ 
lous consideration that is giv en all the 
factors inv olv ed offers assurance that 
the final result actually will be, as Con­ 
gress intended, in the public interest.

Safety in the Air 
Laff-A-Day 


Few 
industries 
are 
more 
safety- 
minded than air transport. Neverthe­ 
less the potential for accident-free take­ 
offs, flights and landings is nowhere 
near fulfillment. The reasons can be 
summed up in two words, time and 
money. 
There hasn’t been time because the 
air carrier business has grown so fast, 
beyond even the most optimistic esti­ 
mates. The number of domestic airline 
passengers in 1966 exceeded the Feder­ 
al Aviation Agency’s forecast by 2.3 
million. In the five years from 1965 
to 1970, the number of airline passen­ 
gers is likely to double. 
Airports are not growing anywhere 
near as fast. Neither is the installation 
of equipment. As one example, of the 
547 airports used by commercial air­ 
liners, only 262 have control towers 
and only 133 have radar. 
All-weather landing systems have 


been developed in Britain and the Unit­ 
ed States, but the FAA has yet to set­ 
tle on one to recommend. After that, 
years will be needed for comprehensive 
installation. 
A similar situation applies in the air. 
Anticollison warning devices are being 
produced. Some airlines are beginning 
to install them. But at $40,000 to $50,- 
000 per unit, they are considered too ex­ 
pensive for private aviation. 
Nevertheless, with improved pressur­ 
ization, private aircraft fly at the same 
altitude as commercial airliners. 
But if the economic application of 
safety devices is lagging, the thought 
that goes into them is not. In an indus­ 
try as young as aviation, the annual 
international air safety seminar just 
held in Williamsburg, Va., was the 20th. 
One of these days ways and means 
may catch up with the possibilities 
of safer air travel.

Railroad Mergers 


Many years ago Congress declared 
that consolidation of the nation's rail­ 
roads into a few strong systems would 
be in the public interest. Despite this 
clearance, the process has been slow, 
for consolidation requires the reconcil­ 
iation of a multitude of conflicting in­ 
terests. 
This is shown anew in the merger 
of five Midwestern and Western rail­ 
roads just approved by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. The merger 
will produce a 26,500-mile system, the 
nation’s longest, covering much of the 
western half of the country. 
It will, says the ICC, permit more 
efficient operations through “consolida­ 
tion of facilities, elmination of waste- 
ter car utilization and avoidance 
of 
time-consuming interchanges.” 
Nevertheless, ICC rejected the same 
m erger last year. Reversal now was 
the result of revisions in the applica­ 


tion that met the objections of railroad 
unions, shippers and other railroads. 
Tile actual merger, however, is still 
some years away, for now the propo­ 
sal must go through another prolonged 
process, judicial review. 
This process is nearing an end for 
another consolidation, that of the Penn­ 
sylvania and New York Central, objec­ 
tions to which have just been heard by 
the Supreme Court. 
The court’s stipulation that protection 
be provided for three smaller roads 
has been met and five eastern states 
and the Department of Justice have 
urged approval. 
Railroad mergers require years for 
consummation, but it cannot be said 
that it is time wasted. For the meticu­ 
lous consideration that is given all the 
factors involved offers assurance that 
the final result actually will be, as Con­ 
gress intended, in the public interest.

the recently injured ankle is in­ 
jected with a local anesthetic. 
Then the muscles and ligam ents 
are painlessly stretched to d e­ 
term ine if any of them arc torn. 
Now X rays can 
re \e a l to a 
greater degree of accuracy the 
presence or absence of 
hidden 
injuries. 


In m ost instances, even with­ 
out 
this 
complex 
technique, 
orthopedic surgeous can alm ost 
always determ ine fractu res by 
their clinical judgm ent and by 
toe X rays that now are avail­ 
able. 'Hic new technique is an 
added tool. 
The key to prevention of any 
perm anent disability is that all 
ankle injuries should be e x a m ­ 
ined and treated early.

9. The right to be called a 
fuzzy copper, flatfoot, gumshoe, 
or worse while trying to im prove 
vour im age in the public eye and 
in the com munity. 


10, The right to be sued for 
false arrest.
